In the fall of 1834, 9 committee was appointed 
by: the abolitionists in Phillips’ Academy, to wait 
vunon the Pencipal, Me. Johnson, for the purpose 
of obtaining his perm’ssion to form on Anti-Sla- 
very Society in said Institution, Their suit was 
promptly rejected. 

[n Januarv, 1835, by vote of the Abolitionists 
in the same Institution,a respectful memorial was 
drawn up, by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, asking permission, a second time, from the 
Principal, to form an Anti-Slavery Society. This 
petition was not presented, from the tact that our 
Instructor informed one of the committee, that ‘he 
had tnade up his mind upon the subject—that he 
objects Eto its formarion,but ifthe committee wish- 
ed to ‘instruct him’? on the subject, he would wait 
onthem. We eonld, of course, proceed no far- 
ther with the business, without putting ourselves 
in the attitude of ‘instructors, which, as modest 
youns men, as pap ls, we could not do without 
outraging all rules of propriety. Thus ended 
our second effort to form an * Anti-S'avery Soci- 
ety in Phillips’ Academy.” The next inquiry was 


—Can we join a society in the Theological Sem- | 


inary, or in the village, in case of its tormation ? 
Mork the answer given at this time, and then rec- 
onceile it with a law, enacted a short time subse- 
quently, for the purpose of preventing the stu- 
dents from joining the Anti-Slavery Society in 
the village, which we shall soon introduce. The 
substance of this answer, was as follows: ‘If in- 
dividuals see fit to connect themselves with eith- 
er of these societies, I do not prohibit them, 
thongh T could give my advice.’ From what 
quarter does the breeze next blow? You shal! 
hear. Truth is our panoply, facts are our weap- 
ons, and wield them we must, letshame and con- 
fusion fall upon whom they may. 

On Tuesday evening, February 3, 1835, an 
* Auu-Siavery Society’ was formed in the Vil- 
lage, and some 25 or 30 of the students of Phil- 
lips’ Acadeiny entered their names upon its Con- 
stitution—not half the number who would have 
juined, but for what afterwards transpired. Ona 
saosequent morning our Instructor, learning that 
his pupils had taken an active partin the meet- 
ing above-wentioned, but ignorant that any had 
actually become members of the Society, in con- 
Nection with other remarks, gave the following 
so called ‘advice’: * Now having expressed my 
views on this subject, (the formation of the Anti- 
Slavery Society) do | expect any member of my 
schoul! wall join that Society ? Mo, Idonot. Andit 
any individual feels it his duty to belong to that 
Society, Lexpect him as a gentleman and a chris- 
tian, to come to me and have his name taken off 
from my list. And now, my young friends, don’t 
go about complaining that 1 am unreasonable. 
There is no compulsion—you are as free as air— 


but if you must join on Ibolition Sociely, come to | 


me aad Iwill give you an honorable dismission 
and recommendation to any Institution in the U- 
nion, and no man in my presence shail ever say 
aight against you.”

hiving learnt thet some members of his school | 


had joined the Society above-mentioned, gravely 
tells us, * T’rat he supposes it will be just as easy 
Sor us to take off our names as it was to put them 
on” Bat whatis the result? Do we torthwith 
erase every name,and by this act make an expi- 
atory sacrifice for the heinous crime of thinking 
and acting according to the dictates of our own 
consciences, on a subject, freighted with intere-ts 
as weighty as the salvation, temporal and eternal, 
of two and a halt millions of our countrymen, 
together’ with the extension and purity of the 
church universal ? No, We ‘immediately con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood,’ but looked to 
God—took courage, and, having pot onr hand to 
the plough, dared not to look back. Those of us 
concerned, well remember throfgh what a fiery 
farnice we were called topass. All who consid- 
ered it their duty to continue their membership, 
Were requested to hand in their names to the 
Principal. Most of them were promptly given. 
Nw in connection with this request, take the so 
cried ‘ulvies’ before referred to, and what, we 
ask, s3ve expuision, could be supposed to await 
us? Thus day after day were we kept ‘on the 
tenters.’ Wien we put the question, whether 
for this high misdemeanor, (?) expulsion must be 
met; the response was, ‘T shal! do noth ng rash- 
ly,’ as ambiguous asthe oracles of Apollo. The 
fear of dismission was thus brought to bear pow- 
erfully upon us. And when this method proved 
entirely futile, the powers of persuasion were put 
in reqa'sition; and, in more than one instance 
were we addressed in terms like the following : 
“Now if all the rest will erase their names, will 
not you else ? Now if you will not do it Srom 
prine’ple, will you not out of respect to my feelings?” 
Bit all in vain. Conscions that we had planted 
our feet upau the cack of eternal truth, we stood 
unmoved, No name was taken off. 

And now we ask the candid consideration of 
our readers to 3 law enreted a short time subse.
